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breathe. Such a healthful resolution would mean nowadays 
quiet business, and, as the American people with all their nerve 
are a considerate, conservative set of people, it is to be consid- 
ered such will be their action. In other words, we have been 
striding at such a tremendous pace for years past that we must 
go slow some year just to allow things to balance themselves 
and in that case we must not be surprised if the previous activity 
somewhat pauses. 

In canned goods, taking the consensus of commercial opinion 
expressed by packers, brokers and buyers, there is a fair distri- 
bution of spot goods going on, with the usual amount of con- 
sumption. The interesting matter at present is the position of 
farmers and growers of all kinds in respect to the contracts for 
this season. 

Taken in seasonable review, the outlook is for only a fair 
crop of pineapples of good quality, the season for which will not 
commence in arrival for about six weeks yet under the most 
favorable circumstances, and prices for the fruit will not be 
lower than in recent past seasons. 

Peas are getting into a good, strong position in the general 
market. The planting of seed peas has only been to a fair 
acreage, and more attention will be given in all probability to 
tomatoes than to peas, even among pea growers. Prices for 
future peas are being made at 75c. up, but they are in general a 
little higher than in former years. 

Corn also is somewhat firmer and healthier than it has been 
since the first of the year, but it is noticeable that the high quality 
of corn at what might be called high prices is now more in request 
than the ordinary variety, except in certain sections. All this 
indicates that where cheap corn is looked for it is anticipated 
that spot stock will fill the bill, and, therefore, well-known 
grades of fine quality are bringing excellent prices even as future 
orders. This would indicate to the packers the advantage of 
working for reputation. It means that the best consumers of 


canned corn are willing to pay for what they get. The differ- 
ence between the two qualities is apparently the difference be- 
tween 50c. and 85c. Brokers, however, report very fair business 
in relation to Maryland county corn, especially of the shoepeg 
variety, and corn packers in the South Atlantic section will not 
drop out from corn packing this year. 

The situation in tomatoes hangs mainly upon the temper 
of the minds of the growers. This is peculiar to the season. 
We have reported in these columns the past week that packers 
had determined not to place orders either with the growers for 
future tomatoes nor to accept orders from the jobbefs for the 
future article in tin, as the position between the two makes the ' 
chances for profit too slim. Strange as it may seem, the grower 
has adopted the packer’s argument in his transaction, but from 
a different basic reasoning. ‘The county packer has found in re- 
cent years that the Baltimore packers with longer experience 
have generally concluded that it pays best to wait until tomatoes 
are grown before giving an order for them, or, in plain words, 
the Baltimore packer buys his tomatoes cheaper from the farmer 
when he has them on hand than he can possibly contract for 
them. Asa natural result the county tomato packers learned 
a lesson from the city packers and mainly concluded to act 
upon the lesson. But the farmer pretty well checkmated them 
by reversing the position on the packers and refusing to make 
future contracts far growing this vegetable at any prices. One 
reason is that when prices are high the packer has found that he 
could not compel the grower to deliver under his contract with- 
out going to law; and per contra, the grower has found diffi- 
culty in compelling the packer to take the goods under his con- 
tract when he can buy goods outside cheaper. In other words, 
the natural solution of the difficulty is being found, and very 
much of the tomato packing this year will be done on spot tran- 
saction, which we are very much inclined to think will not be 
done on cheap canned tomatoes. Spot tomatoes in tin are quoted

Peaches are very quiet here at present under the conflicting 
reports in respect to the crop. It is now known that the recent 
freeze about ten days ago did not do any special damage to this 
fruit, some Georgia growers declaring that it actually benefited 
the trees, and the indications at present are that we will have a 
fair average crop, making allowance for the general trend of 
peaches to the Southern. latitude. California will have a good 
crop, but it is feared railroad freights and conflicting interests in 
them will seriously affect the values. It will be noted that our 
correspondent reports the danger of a frost in California, with 


the accompanying possibility of danger to the trees, as they are. 


in extra heavy bloom. 

There is no change to report in cans or canners’ metals, 
except a slight decline in the quotation of pig tin, which is about 
15c. cheaper than last week. All other things are unchanged in 
the line of canners’ metals, which can be found on their regular

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New Y ork Market 


Reported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions, 
Changes and Outlook. 


NeEw York, March 7.—The month opened with a fair de- 
gree of activity, but with some weakness displayed in one or two 
of the leading lines. Sales of all varieties are chiefly in small 
lots, apparently to fill broken stocks or satisfy immediate de- 
mands. As a whole, however, conditions are reasonably good 
and the future promises improvement. 

Tomatoes.—The market rules easy and quiet on tomatoes, 
with out side offerings quoted freely at $1.07% to 1.10 f. o. b. 
factory for full standard Maryland 3s. Sales are reported as low 
as $1.02%, but it was pointed out that this price was paid for 
snall quantities, and not for anything which would exert any 
influence on the market. The Syndicate still holds its goods at 
$1.15, but jobbers refuse to buy at that figure. The Syndicate 
offers no concessions, knowing full well that the cheaper outside 
interests offer their goods the sooner their supplies will be 
exhausted and buyers will be forced to go to the Syndicate for 
all its goods. Futures are in some demand at former prices, but 
sales are relatively light. 

Corn.—A fair general interest is shown, but no active 
movement of any grade or variety is reported. Buyers are look- 
ing for cheap lots, and wherever they find them pick them up. 
It is not easy to find cheap goods for sale, most sellers holding for 
an advance over buyers’ views. Futures are quiet, with practi- 
cally no interest beyond satisfying ordinary daily demand. 

Peas.—The market is firm and a fair inquiry is noted, prin- 
cipally for the finer grades and Alaskas, Futures are quiet, 
principally because packers are sold up to the limit in many 
cases and refuse to accept further orders. 

Asparagus.—Supplies are in close compass and prices tend 
upward. In futures the situation is unchanged, California pack- 
ers are sold up to the limit of production, while Eastern packers 
have not yet made opening prices.

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Fruits.—All advices from the Coast indicate a clean up from 
first hands. Stocks of peaches and apricots in standard and 
extra standard grades are said to be out of first hands and holders 
have advanced prices 5 to 1oc. over last reported quotations. 
Standard and extra standard lemon cling peaches are more firmly 
held on the spot, with sales from jobbers on the basis of outside 
figures. More inquiry is reported for yellow standard Maryland 
3 pound peaches, with buyers paying $1.40 f. 0. b. Baltimore 
for fair sized lots. All white standard 3s are held at $1.40 to 
1.45 f. o. b. shifping point. Bakers are asking for No. 3 pies 
and sales are reported at $1.07%4 to 1.10 here. Gallon pies are 
firmer with $2.60 f. o. b. Baltimore quoted. 

Apples.—A good demand for gallons is reported on the basis 
of quotations for state. Southern 3s are offered at 67 4c. f. 0. b. 
Baltimore. No gallons are offered from the South. 

Pineapple.—A better movement is reported. Baltimore ad- 
vices indicate a stronger tone on domestic packed goods, and 
shortage of supplies causes a firmer feeling in Singapore stock. 
Sto.ks of both varieties are in small compass. 

Salmon.—The market is steady with a shade more demand 
for red Alaska, but with no increase in quotations. Columbia 
chinook is scarce and high and buyers find only light lots of any 
grade. The outlook for the canning operations this year is not 
promising. Laborers are demanding higher wages, material for 
cans is more expensive and other influences are tending to force 
up the expense of operation. Cold storage men will get the bulk 
of the best fish, but even that industry is not so promising as last 
year, owing to the fact that considerable quantities remain unsold 
of last year’s pack. Export trade is falling off, high prices hav- 
ing some influence in preventing liberal sales abroad. Spot 
trading in canned grades is light, though inquiry increasing and 
red Alaska is a shade firmer. Spot pink and medium red are in 
close compass. 

Sardines.—The local market is unchanged, but stock is in 
only moderate demand. The packers and some of the largest 
distributors are understood to have held one or more meetings to 
discuss consolidating the packers’ interests, but so far nothing 
definite has been accomplished. It is expected, however, that 
something will be done before another packing season begins.

Conditions as Observed by Leading Grocer Journals of 


Various Sections and Their Comments. 
New York. 

The market for canned tomatoes is quite dull and it is easier to buy sup- 
plies at concessions. It is asserted that the large holders are manipulating 
prices for the purpose of inducing small holders to dispose of their stocks 
and leave the syndicate a clear field later. The nominal quotatious are, for 
spot goods, $1.10 to $1.15 for Maryland 3s and $1.20 to $1.25 for Jersey 3s 
The market for future tomatoes is as firm as the spot market is easy, and 
the high price asked by the growers is causing packers in some of the 
Maryland districts to refuse to book further orders at 75c. per dozen f. o. b. 
Corn is selling better at the inside price, a speculative movement in 45c. 
corn being responsible. There is very little left at that price and even at 
5o0c. per dozen there is no surplus. The Maine packers continue to book 
orders for future delivery at 82'%c., or possibly 2c. less, f. o. b. for fancy. 
Peas are in some request, and, as the spring is always a good season for the 
standard grades and fancy descriptions, there is a possibility of an advance 
being seen before the new pack enters the arena. The supply is believed to 
be smaller than usual. Other vegetables are quiet, although there has 
been some movement in asparagus, which is scarce. Peaches are held with 
confidence. Apples are firm, the gallon size being harder to get than at 
any time in several years, The demand for salmon has not yet been 
affected by Lenten influence and remains light. Domestic sardines are 
without interest.—WVerchants’ Review. 

Philadelphia. 

Tomatoes are nominally unchanged at $1.15, with the likelihood of 
a further change during the present month. Some lots can be picked up 
at about 5c. below the market, however, though not enough to make the 
market. The demand for future tomatoes is very good. The demand for 
tomatoes is confined to actual wants, Corn is dull and still weak. The 
demand for future Maine corn has been very satisfactory. Peas are in good 
shape and are selling well both on the spot and for future delivery. Peaches 
are not moving and the market is unchanged. The demand should improve 
soon, and, as stocks are small, this may mean an advance. Apples are in 
fair demand, the average price of New York gallons being $3.00. No change 


has occurred in the general Baltimore line of canned goods, and the demand 
is light. California canned goods are selling fairly from second hands, but 
very slowly from first hands.—Gvocery World. 

Chicago. 

There is a good demand for practically all lines of canned fruits and 
vegetables, and everything in the list is on a steady or firm basis. Toma- 
toes are moving well considering the high prices. They continue to show 
firmness. Corn is a free seller under the stimulus of low prices. A great 
many retailers are making a leader of this item, and the consequence is 
there is a heavy consumption. Peas continue firm. Peas are quite scarce 
in packers’ hands and firm prices prevail on al! grades. String beans are 
firm. Supplies are running low. ‘ Pumpkin is in fair request. In the line 
of canned fruits, there is not a single item on which the market isn’t very 


strong. California canned fruits are in good demand also. Stocks in the 


canners’ hands are small and firm prices will continue for some time. 
Sardines are steady, with the demand very good. Salmon is firm for all 
varieties. Cove oysters are another firm line. Shrimp and lobster are firm, 
too.—Grocers’ Criterion, 

Montreal, Can. 

Good inquiry for tomatoes and the usual demand for other yoods for 
consumption sums up the canned goods situation very well. Beyond this 
little can be said. There is a possibility of there being a scarcity of small 
fruits, such as strawberries, but this may not occur if the new crop is put 
on the market at a reasonably early period this year. 


Toronto, Can. 

In the subjoined quotations there are a few corrections rather than 
changes. One firm was found with some canned Canadian asparagus at $3, 
so it is in the list again. The supply is not large. Another firm's price 
expert said they were selling California at $3.50 to $3.75. It is a luxury, 
anyway. Beans, 2s, refugee, are scarce. Beets, 3s, whole, can’t be had 
under $1. Baked beans, Is and 3s, with Chili sauce, are up 5c. There is a 
toc, reduction in canned meats. ‘Tomatoes are still firm and there is noth- 
ing under $1.—Canadian Grocer. 

London, England. 

Salmon.—The market has remained quiet this week, and dealers are 
no doubt still busy with the distribution of the supplies per the steamship 
Jason. The market, however, remains very firm and there is no change to 
note either in British Columbia or Alaska. Lobsters continue scarce and 
dear. Sardines have been a quiet market, but the tone continues firm. 
Reports of the fishing in Portugal do not indicate any improvement. Re-

Liverpool, England. 

Salmon.—Dealers have been much engaged during the week in dis- 
trinuting the Jason cargo of best salmon. The bulk of the arrivals have 
gone straight from the quay to the country, and, judging by the constant 
inquiries from the country, it looks as if the shipment per Tydeus will be 
greatly wanted before it arrives here in a week or ten days. Alaska is quiet, 
hut steady. Sardines.—There is more doing in these, probably in anticipa- 
tion of the Lenten demand. Good grocery quarters are in inquiry. 
Fruits.— Apricots are readily sold at present values, and, as there are indi- 
cations that the growers will demand more money for the new pack of these 
goods, it looks as if apricots would pay for holding. Peaches and pears are 
quiet. Pines.—The first two shipments of the season have arrived and the 
quality of the fruit is very good; the demand is not at all backward for this 
time of the year, and prices are well worth the buyers’ consideration, as 
prices for later shipments, at which a good business has already been done 
forward, are higher than for earlier shipments, and show every indication 
of an advance. Rabbits.—These have been more active during last week, 
and higher prices are being made.—Gvocrs’ Gazette. 


The Heyburn Bill As Passed by the Senate. 


We have been requested to publish in full the Heyburn Bill as it passed 
the Senate last month. We, therefore, give herewith the full text of the 
Bill Au amendment will be found on another page, and is applicable to 
Section No, 4. 

AN ACT 
For preventing the manufacture, sale or transportation of adulterated or 
misbranded or poisonous or deleterious foods, drugs, medicines and 
liquors, and for regulating tariff therein, and for other purposes. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in Congress assembled, That it shall be unlawful 
for any person, association of persons, or corporation within any territory, 
district or insular possession of the United States, to manufacture, sell, offer 
for sale, or deliver for shipment, or to cause to be delivered, shipped, tran- 
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sported from within any State, Territory, district or insular possession of 
any State, Territory, district or insular possession, or foreign country, any 
article of food, drugs, medicines, or liquors which is adulterated or mis- 
branded, or which contains any poisonous or deleterious substance within 
the meaning of this Act; and any person, association of persons, or corpo- 
rations who shall violate any of the provisions of this section shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and for each offense shall, upon conviction thereof, be 
fined not to exceed five hundred dollars, or shall be sentenced to one year’s 
imprisonment in the discretion of the court, and for each subsequent offense 
and conviction thereof shall be fined not less than one thousand dollars, or 
sentenced to one year’s imprisonment, or both such fine and imprisonment, 
in the discretion of the court. 

Sftc. 2. That the introduction into any State, Territory, district, or. 
insular possession, from any other State, Territory, district, or insular pos- 
session, or from any foreign country, or the shipment to any foreign coun- 
try of any article of food, drugs, or liquors which is adulterated or mis- 
branded, deleterious or poisonous, within the meaning of this Act, is hereby 
prohibited, and any person, association of persons, or corporation who shall 
ship or deliver for shipment from any State, Territory, district, or insular 
possession to any other, State, Territory, district or insular possession or 
shall export or offer to export the same to a foreign country, or who shall 
knowingly receive in any State, Territory, district, or insular possession of 
the United States, from any other State, Territory, district, or insular pos- 
session of the United States, or from any foreign country, or who, having 
knowingly received, shall deliver in original unbroken packages, or shall 
offer to deliver to any other person, persons, or corporation any such arti- 
cle, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction for such offense 
shall be fined not exceeding five hundred dollars for the first offense, and 
upon conviction of each subsequent offense shall be fined not exceeding 
five hundred dollars or be imprisoned not exceeding one year or both, in 
the discretion of the court. 

That in the case of any violation of the provisions of the foregoing two 
sections by any corporation, the fines and penalties imposed therefor may 
be enforced against the officers of such corporation personally responsible 
for such violation, and any violation of any of the provisions of this Act by 
any corporation shall be deemed to be the act of the officer of such corpora- 
tion directly responsible therefor, and such officer may be punished for such 
violation as though such violation was the personal act of such officer. 

REGULATIONS FOR COLLECTION AND EXAMINATION OF SPECIMENS. 

SEc. 3. That the Secretary of the Treasury, the Secretary of Agricult- 

ure and the Secretary of Commerce and Labor shall make uniform rules

drugs, medicines and liquors manufactured or offered for sale in the District 
of Columbia, or in any other district, Territory or insular possession of the 
United States, or which shall be offered for sale in unbroken packages in 
any State other than that in which they shall have been respectively manu- 
factured or produced, or which shall be received from any foreign country, 
or intended for shipment to any foreign country, or which may be sub- 
mitted for examination by the chief health officer of any State, Territory, 
district or insular possession, or at any domestic or foreign port through 
which such product is offered for interstate commerce or for export or import 
between the United States and any foreign port or country. 


Sxc. 4. That the examinations of specimens of foods, drugs, medicines 
and liquors shall be made in the Bureau of Chemistry of the Department of 
Agriculture, or under the direction and supervision of such bureau, for the 
purpose of determining from such examinations whether such article is 
adulterated or misbranded, or contains any poisonous or other substance 
deleterious to the health of human beings or domestic animals; and if it 
shall appear from any such examination that such specimens are adulte- 
rated or misbranded or contain auy added poisonous or deleterious substance 
or ingredient injurious to health when used in the prescribed or usual man- 
ner of use of such article, the Secretary of Agriculture shall cause notice 
thereof to be given to the parties from whom such samples were obtained, 
and after final judgment of the court public notice of facts shall be given 
by publication in such manner as may be prescribed by the rules and regu- 
lations of the Department of Agriculture. Any party who may be charged 
with violation of this Act shall be given an opportunity to be heard, under 
such rules and regulations as may be prescribed as aforesaid, and if after 
such hearing it is found that any of the provisions of this Act have been 
violated by such parties, then the Secretary of Agriculture shall at once 
certify the facts to the proper United States district attorney, with a copy of 
the results of the analysis or the examination of such article, duly authen- 
ticated by the analyst or officer making such examination, under the oath 
of such officer. 


Src. 5. That it shall be the duty of each district attorney to whom the 
Secretary of Agriculture shall report any violation of this Act, or to whom 
any health officer or agent of any State, Territory, district, or insular pos- 
session shall present satisfactory evidence of any such violation, to cause 
appropriate proceedings to be commenced and prosecuted in the proper 
courts of the United States, without delay, for the recovery of the fines and 
the enforcement of the penalties as in such case herein provided. 


DEFINITIONS. 

Src. 6. That the term ‘‘drug’’ as used in this Act shall include aly 
medicines and preparations recognized in the United States Pharmacopeeia 
or National Formula for internal and external use; also any substance in- 
tended to be used for the cure, mitigation or prevention of disease. 

Sec. 7. That the term ‘* food’? as used herein shall include all articles 
used for food, drink (other than malt, spirituous or vinous liquors), confec- 
tionery or condiment by man or domestic animals, whether simple, mixed 
or compound, ' 

Sec. 8. That the term ‘liquor’ as used herein shall include all malt, 
vinous, alcoholic and spiritous liquors and combinations of them used or 
intended to be used as beverages. 

ADULTERATIONS AND MISBRANDING, 

Src. 9. That for the purpose of this Act any article shall be deemed to 
be adulterated: 

In case of drugs: 

First. If, when a drug is sold under or by a name recognized in the 
United States Pharmacopceia or National Formulary, it differs from the 
standard of strength, quality or purity, as determined by the test laid down 
in the United States Pharmacopeeia or National Formulary official at the 
time of investigation. Provided, that no drug defined in the United States 
Pharmacopceia or National Formulary shall be deemed to be adulterated 
under this provision if the standard of strength, quality or purity be plainly 
stated upon the bottle, box or other container thereof, although the stand- 
ard may differ from that determined by the test laid down in the United 
States Pharmacopceia or National Formulary. 

Second. If its strength or purity fall below the standard of quality 
under which it is sold. 

That such drug shall be deemed to be misbranded: 


Pirst. If is be an imitation of or offered for sale under the name of 
another article. 
Second. If the package containing it or its label shall bear any state- 


ment as to its constituent ingredients or the substances contained therein, 
which statement shall be false or misleading in any particular, or if the 
same is falsely branded as to the country, State or Territory, or place 
therein, in which it is manufactured or produced, or if the contents of the 
original package shall have been removed, in whole or in part, and other 
contents shall have been placed in this package. 

In the case of confectionery an article shall be deemed to be adulterated: 

In the case of food an article shall be deemed to be adulterated:

An Amendment to the Heyburn Pure-Food Bill. 


Before the House Committee on Interstate and Foreign Commerce, 
which has been taking testimony for and against the Heyburn Bill as it 
passed the Senate, appeared a number of interested parties, headed by 
Senator Mooney, all of them seeking to have an amendment put to the 
bill, said amendment to place the authority in the hands of a commission, 
instead of in the sole possession of Dr. Wiley, as they now claim is the case. 

Dr. Wiley is reported as agreeing to the amendment. 

The manufacturers and chemists who have appeared before the House 
committee have, withont exception, protested against the giving of what 
they termed one-man power to Dr. Wiley. They have contended that they 
were not fighting a pure-food law, but that they should be allowed to use 
preservatives in quantities decided to be healthful by a commission com- 
posed of not merely agricultural chemists, but physiological chemists as 
well. This, they contended, would prevent the giving of power to one man 
and at the same time drive out of the market harmful and illegitimate food 
products, thus subserving the interests of the public. 

Chairman Hepburn was so impressed with the argument that he in- 
structed Dr. Vaughn, professor of physiological chemistry in the University 
of Michigan, to prepare an amendment, which will probably be used by Mr. 
Townsend. 

The amendment covers Section 4, of the original bill, and is as follows: 

‘That it shall be the duty of the Secretary of Agriculture to fix stand- 
ards of food products when advisable for the guidance of the officials 
charged with the administration of food laws and for the information of the 
courts; and in order that the Secretary of Agriculture may have the 
best and most scientific advice concerning the wholesomeness or unwhole- 
someness of preservatives and other substances which are or may be added 
to foods, he is hereby authorized to appoint a commission of five experts, 
one of which shall be the chief of the Bureau of Chemistry, one an expert 


bacteriologist, one an expert toxicologist, one an expert pathologist and 
one an expert physiological chemist. The four members of which commis- 
sion (apart from the chief of the Bureau of Chemistry) shall be appointed 
each for a term of five years, and shall each receive a per diem of $25 and 
expenses when employed in the work of said commission, 

It shall be the duty of said commission to meet quarterly in the city of 
Washington and pass upon all questions pertaining to the wholesomeness 
or unwholesomeness of preservatives and other substances which are or 
may be added to foods and to indicate the foods in which preservatives and 
such other substances may be properly used, the nature of the preservatives 
and substances to be allowed and the maximum amount in which they may 
he employed. The Secretary of Agriculture shall, for the guidance of the 
courts and food officials, promulgate rules and regulations governing the 
use of preservatives and such other substances in accordance with the re- 
commendations of this commission; and when the use of a preservative or 
substance has been so authorized not less than one year's notice shall be 
given to the public before the same shall be prohibited. No preservative or 
other substauce in use in foods at the time this act goes into effect shall be 
prohibited until after one year’s notice shall be given. The Secretary of 
Agriculture shall cause public notice to be given of all findings under the 
provisions of this section.” 

Those who attended the Convention will remember that this was the 
point Mr. Ballinger contended for, and, backed up as he is by others, he 
seems to have won out. 


New Preserving Company at Marion. 


Lyons, N, Y.—The J. B, Malcolm Company, a corporation organized to 
evaporate, can and preserve fruits and vegetables and buy and sell all kinds 
of farm produce, filed articles of incorporation at the county clerk's office. 
The company is capitalized at $50,000, divided into 500 shares of $100 each, 
and the principal office will be at Marion, It will begin bnsiness with $10,- 
ooo capital, and its duration is perpetual. Three directors have been elected

Eastport, Me.—Wolff & Reesing have put in machinery for manufact- 
uring tin cans in their factory in Eastport; the cans have formerly been 
manufactured in New York. It is expected that quite a saving will be 
effected in manufacturing the cans here. 

Mississippi. 

Pass Christian, Miss.—Considerable interest is being manifested in to- 
mato culture for canning purposes and this year will witness the largest 
planting of the vegetable ever undertaken in this section. The Pass Pack- 
ing Company is encouraging the cultivation of tomatoes, okra and butter 
beans, and is advancing to the farmers all the seed and fertilizers necessaay. 
Several meetings have already been held between the Packing Company 
people and the planters, and contracts have been made between them at a 
satisfactory rate. The packers will pay 50c. per bushel for all tomatoes de- 
livered in June, 4oc. for those delivered in July and joc. for those in 
August. This is about 100% more than is paid for tomatoes by Maryland 
and other Eastern packers, and, as this crop produces abundantly and 
comes in several weeks earlier than at the more northern points, it should 
prove a money-maker for the planters. All along the Gulf Coast tomatoes, 
okra and butter beans have been grown for local consumption and have 
proven to be among the best producers of all vegetables cultivated in this 
section. That they can be produced for canning purposes no one familiar 
with the truck industry doubts for a moment, and it is predicted that this 
is but the beginning of an industry capable of great development.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


The action of the Pure Food Committee at Washington 
shows, accerding to recent dispatches, that the consideration of 
this subject by the Canners’ Convention at Atlantic City is already 
beginning to bear fruit ini response to the peoples’ desires. It 
came in the form of an amendment adopted by the Committee of 
the House in consultation with the Senate Committee on the 
Heyburn Pure Food Bill. The amendment consists of about the 
same matter as was brought before the Canners’ Convention by 
Mr. William Ballenger of Iowa, whom, if we mistake not, was at 
one time President of the Western Canned Packers’ Association. 
It will be remembered that at Atlantic City he took a strong 
position in opposition to the terms of the Pure Food Bill, which 
as he said gave a one man power to Dr. Wiley, and when 
the opposition undertook to show that there was really no 
one man power in the Bill, Mr. Ballenger pretty decidedly proved 
to all parties that the effect wrought by the Bill would be to vir- 
tually put the final decision into the hands of the one man; and 
that would be the man who would fill the position in the Bureau 
of Chemistry now occupied by Dr. Wiley. 


The amendment as adopted by the Joint Committee is to the 
effect that the powers that the Bill virtually would leave in the 
hands of Dr. Wiley should be placed in the decision of a ‘‘Com- 
mission’’; said Commission not to be merely agricultural chemists 
but physiological chemists as well. There appears to have been 
no dissenting voice in the Committee in adopting this proposal, 
and this alone will give it a good introduction to the American 
people; as it shows that our Congressmen are really in earnest in 
acquiring a sensible Pure Food Bill, which while it takes the 
greatest care of the public health will not in any way aim to de- 
stroy the manufacturer. 


Out of this action there should come real value to all food 
manufacturers. In a committee of five there are likely to be 
representatives of different chacteristic industries; chemists may 


have one in regard to drugs; liquor men may have another; pickles 
and condiments a third; meat preservers a fourth, and there is 
opportunity and large hope that canned goods packers might have 
a fifth. We do not mean that these members of the Commission 
would represent the industries as a retained lawyer represents 
his client but that each would understand in his line the industry 
he standsfor. ‘To him would gothe members and representatives 
of the trade he is supposed to understand,’ the complaints, griev- 
ances or propositions; and he would, therefore, become the real 
informed representative of that class of pure food. 


There will still remain even in that case very delicate quest- 
ions that it will be difficult for any commission to decide. 

For instance we have to call attention to a matter that we 
mentioned ten or even twenty years ago in respect to canned 
goods. So long ago as twenty years we had occasion to wait 
upon the Secretary of the Interior and more directly the head of 
the Bureau of Agriculture, which has since become a Secretary- 
ship, in respect to this matter of pure food legislation as it 


applied to canned goods. We called the Secretary’s attention . 


at that time to the fact that the Bill then coming up before Con- 
gress overlooked one peculiar condition of affairs in canned 
goods. No provision was made to prevent either the half filling 
of cans, or what is known as slack filled, or the addition of large 
amounts of water in other goods, to keep the cans full. We 
note in reading over the present amendment to the Bill before 
Congress, that there is nothing in it to prevent the same evils 


to day, because no one can prove that the addition of water to food * 


is injurious to the health, and unless the article added is injuri- 
ous it cannot be considered impure. 


The removal of these two evils from the canned goods busi- 
ness would have a doubly good effect. It would prevent the 
deception of the poeple as to quantity, and often times as to 
quality, and protect the honest packer from the methods of the 
man who wishes to sell below the market quotations. It would 
do no harm for the public to be imformed of the fact that to half 
filla can with peaches, and full with water, is extremely injurious 
to the quality of the fruit as well as to the honesty of the packer ; 
and it would not harm them either to know that by this method 
in a season of short crop, one bushel of peaches can be made to 
do the services of two, as the water user can turn out twice as 
many cans of peaches from the same quantity of fruit. 

In such cases there is no falsification of the label when it 
claims good fruit in syrup or otherwise, and everything that can 
be said of a full can of fruit may be said of a can half filled with 
water and yet the public not be any the wiser. 


It is alsoa matter of fact often tested that water weighs 
nearly as much as natural fruit, and even in a full can of toma- 
toes, No. 3 standard, the difference between a can full of solid 
tomatoes and a can of water is not two cunces, and any one can 
prove it for himself. Under such circumstances the weight test 
does not amount to anything, as has often been proven; and there- 
fore the contents of the can cannot be known until it has been 
opened. And in nearly all kinds of canned goods this is possible 
of accomplishment without spoiling the contents. 


We noticed in a Chicago paper recently that some broker 
has taken up the old cry about the sizes of cans, making the reg- 
ular diatribe against the canned goods packers generally for not 
giving attention to this evil; and asserting hat tcanned goods are 
sold as one, two and three pounds in the cans; that none of them 
weigh such weights according to their sizes, and that they sould 
be made to do so, in the interest of honesty. Such assertions as 
this are purely the outcome of ignorance; because we have evi- 
dence and can put our hands upon the facts that all this was 
fought over in the Canned Goods Exchange more than twenty 
years ago. It then recognized that it was grossly wrong, that 
the public itself and the Government knew that these sizes were 
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not what they purported to be in weight, and in THE TRADE 
in thirty years they have always been quoted as Number one, 
two and three. More than this in accordance with the decisions 
of the Exchange we printed a schedule of sizes and weights and 
terms according to the nomenclature of these very things and 
carried it for years and occasionally do so now for the informa- 
tion of packers. The Exchange stated distinctly that all these 
packages should be known as numbers, one, two and three and 
not be known as one pound, two pound or three pound, and such 
has been the custom ever since. We are surprised that this is 
not widely known in the West among brokers as well as among 
packers. 


About twenty five years ago the United States Government 
ordered among other things a large lot of fine peaches from Louis 
McMurray & Co., of this City, stipulating what the Government 
desired, with the usual terms and requirements of the contract. 
Among this order was a lot of three pound cans of peaches, and 
the firm naturally filled the order with their three pound cans of 
peaches, as they were known at that time. When the goods 
were delivered they were all returned to the firm without excep- 
tion, because the Government stated they were buying and pay- 
ing for three pound cans of peaches and not one of them came up 
to such conditions. ‘There was no fault found with the fruit, 
only in the weight. McMurray & Co., then known as one of the 
oldest and most reputable firms in the business, had no alterna- 
tive but to have specially made a lot of larger sized cans, which 
when filled with peaches weighed three pounds each. This they 
did and the order was filled in this way. We mention this to 
show that the Government knew that this descreptency existed 
in the regular order of business. 

But the Government is a strict person to deal with and what 
he calls for in his contract he must have. The Canned Goods 
Exchange and every member in it knew of this occurance, and 


it was the desire of the Exchange that it be remedied, and at 
that time the Exchange was the leading if not the only organized 
representative of the industry. 


The best proposition we ever heard in respect to the sizes of 
cans was made at that time by Mr. Geo. N. Numsen, of the firm 
of Wm. Numsen & Sons of this city, and was both sensible and 
and honest. It was that the sizes of the cans be made to conform 
as a standard to the legal sizes of pints, quarts, half gallons and 
so forth of the State measurements. A lengthly discussion of 
the matter however compelled most of the members to conclude 
that it would cause an almost impossible undertaking. Not only 
all tin would have to be cut and perhaps manufactured to differ- 
ent sizes, but all dies for tops and bottoms would have to be 
changed at an immense expense, for it must be remembered at 
that time every cannery made its own cans and therefore every 
cannery had its full complement of steel dies. Moreover the 
dealers did not favor it as it would have rendered all goods on 
hand almost unsalable. So it was decided to give the matter a 
rest and the rest has continued to the present time.

Frost Damage Imminent—Peaches Show Very Heavy Bloom— 
The New Part Water, Part Rail Route for Canned Goods. 


San Francisco, CAL., March 3, 1906. 

My last week’s letter told of the splendid rains which had 
fallen all over the State during the past two or three weeks. A 
reference was made to the possibility of frost causing serious 
damage. ‘The weather prophet predicts frost immediately and 
if the crispness of the air which has been experienced during the 
past day or two, particularly in the morning, is any criterion of 
what is to come, I am inclined to believe that he is right. Great 
apprehension is felt in the San Joaquin Valley, where many 
points report lowered temperatures this morning, and that fruit 
blossoms are now in that stage where they are most susceptible 
to frost. In the orchards in the north end of the Valley the 
peach trees are heavier with bloom than they have been for 
many seasons past, and the prospects for a very large crop are of 
the brightest, unless the devastating frost comes upon them. 
The Weather Bureau has sent out bulletins stating that there is 
every indication of frost, so naturally growers and packers are 
somewhat worried. Strawberries are blooming in the Sacramento 
Valley, with indications of an early crop. The recent rains have 
damaged the almond blossoms somewhat, having washed the 
pollen from the blossoms, and as a consequent result the fruit 
will not set on account of not being fertilized by other pollen. 

Once more I take the liberty of referring to the Tehuantepec 
National Railroad and American-Hawaiian Steamship Company 
combination, believing, as I do, that this new transportation 
development is destined to make great changes in the forward- 
ing of canned goods from this section to the Atlantic seaboard 
and vice versa. A few facts of interest which I have secured 
should be interesting to the trade concerned. 


The Tehuantepec National Railroad, crossing the isthmus 
from which it derives its name, was built originally by the 
Mexican Government. ‘The latter, however, leased the road to 
an English firm—Sir Weetman Pearson & Son—for a period of 
fifty years from April 1, 1898. Under the terms of the lease the 
Pearsons were required to rebuild and rehabilitate the railroad 
from Salina Cruz, the Pacific terminal, to Coatzacoalcos, on the 
seaboard of the Gulf of Mexico, and to construct suitable -har- 
bors for shipping at each place. The harbor improvements at 
Salina Cruz have involved an expenditure of over $8,000,000, 
while those at Coatzacoalcos have cost between $1,500,000 and 


$2,000,000. The approaches to both harbors have a depth of © 


thirty feet. The Mexican Government has put a maximum 
tariff restriction of $4.00 per ton on all freight carried over the 
line, and it has guaranteed the lessees 6% interest per annum on 
all investments made by them. ‘The news reached here last 
week that the government had determined to double-track the 
road in view of the brilliant prospects for big business already in 
sight. The end of the present year will see the great improve- 
ments at the two ports completed, after which freight will com- 
mence to move. The steamship company mentioned herein has 
signed contracts with Hawaiian sugar planters to carry almost 
the entire crop via this new route, their contract being for an 
indefinite period, i. e., until the opening of the Panama Canal. 
The Hawaiian sugar crop approximates 400,000 tons annually. 
There are now under construction here two additional steam- 
ships of 12,000 tons each wherewith to handle this great contract 
in conjunction with the six or seven steamers already owned by 
this company. These steamships will run over a triangular 
course, that is to say, from Honolulu to Salina Cruz, thence to 
San Francisco and thence back to Honolulu. The Tehuantepec 
Railroad is 130 miles in length and runs through a comparatively 
level and fertile country, the grade in no part exceeding 2%. 
There is only one tunnel on the entire route. The object of its

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The Cause of Tin Plate Deterioration. 


In an address before the Tin Plate Conference in Baltimore recently, 
Mr. W. B. Goddard, of the firm of Mauer Bros., made some contentions 
that may throw a little light on the question of poor tin plate. He was 
speaking of roofing plates, but what is true of them must be true of the 
plates used in making cans. The industry has been stirred up on this 
question so much, that the Missouri Packers’ Association adopted a reso- 
lution in January petitioning Congress to pass a law compelling the use of 
better plates. This resolution was read before each Association at Atlantic 
City, and the Western Association sanctioned it by adopting it as it stood, 

Anything, therefore, that tends to this desired end will be found inter- 
esting, and for this reason we give Mr. Goddard’s remarks as published in 
The Metal Worker, Plumber and Steam Fitter. 

Approaching this subject from the standpoint of years of experience in 
the manufacture of tin and terne plates and in the sheet metal trade, I shall 
take as my theme the subject before us, What is the cause of the poor 
quality of the roofing plates of the present day, as compared with those of 
fifty years ago? 

Some years previous to the establishment of the industry in this coun- 
try, or about 1877, the Welsh manufacturers commenced to substitute a mild 
soft Bessemer steel for the iron plate as a base. ‘These plates, as far as I 
can find out, were of a low grade mild soft steel, very little removed from 
refined iron. They took the coating readily and were soft, flexible and 
much more even in quality than the charcoal iron, which could not be de- 
pended on, as in the annealing of the iron some lots were soft and just as 
easily worked as the steel; while others were liable to be brittle and would 
fracture in the folding and seaming. ‘This, as you all know, was a common 
fault with iron in those days. 

This steel was used as a base for some years prior to the establishment 
of the industry in this country and proved very satisfactory. As far as I 
can learn, there was no complaint of their rusting out any quicker than the 
iron. Many roofs covered with this grade of plate are to be found in this 
country and Canada and are still in perfect condition. 

When the industry was first established here, about 1Sgo, Bessemer 
steel was the base of all plates, but it was not the steel referred to above as 
made by the Welsh manufacturers. Later on Siemens-Martin open hearth 
steel was substituted and this is the base of all the plates made in America 
today except the so-called charcoal iron plates. A few years after this the 
pinholing first commenced to be noticed and it has become the universal 


complaint. In addition to this is the rusting out in the seams, which is the 
common complaint in and around New York city. 

What is the cause of this trouble is a question as yet unsolved. We 
know that it does exist and no remedy has yet been found. It is known to 
be what is called internal corrosion or the disintegration of the steel base 
between the coatings. When this occurs the coating disappears and you 
have a pinhole or rust spot, for it is a well-known and recognized fact that 
the coating will not adhere to rust or where the surface of the plate is not 
perfectly clean. ‘ 

Rust, or the hydrated oxide of iron (wood), once established contains 
all the elements of a long and ceaseless life, and as long as it is in contact 
with a ferric body its activity never ceases. It is to a terne plate what a 
cancer is to the human body. Rust begets rust. There is nothing known 
that will stop it. It may be held in check for some time, but when the 
efficacy of the material used to check it becomes exhausted then the rust 
again commences its inroads. There is only one cure—that is, to eliminate 
every trace of rust, either by scraping or cutting away all the rusted parts. 
So you will see the senselessness of the claim put forth by many, that a tin 
roof should be allowed to rust before being painted. Those who advocate 
this simply start the rust on its way and defeat just what the mixture of 
lead and tin is applied to the plate for, to preserve it from rust. 

Iron as a base is the plate that all the old brands made their reputation 
on, and there are in existence today roofs that were covered with these 


plates fifty yearsago. There are several of these roofs in New England, one — 


of which is Mr. Astor’s house in Newport, which was overhauled a few 
years ago and found to be in perfect condition. This roof has been on 
nearly fifty years. There is also a steeple in Burlington, Vt., covered with 
bright tin on an iron base, that was put on in 1816 and had never been 
painted up to three years ago, when I last saw it. 

WHAT CONSTITUTES A CHARCOAL IRON, 

When I speak of charcoal iron I mean the product made from the ore in 
knobbling furnaces, charcoal only being used as a smelting fuel. This plate 
is still made in Wales and must not be confounded with the charcoal iron 
made in America and widely exploited, but it is notorious that it is made 
from scrap steel. You must know that steel is made from iron, but iron 
can never be made from steel. I am informed by perfectly reliable roofers 
in New York city that they have already had roofs covered with this mate- 
rial rust out and have had to renew it. 

If your client is willing to pay for iron, then I should always recom- 
mend a plate of this character, but for a medium-priced roof the mild soft 
steel plates have proved very satisfactory. And if we could get the plates

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I think there would be little or no complaint from pinholing. The Ameri- 
can manufacturers do not seem to have been able to make this plate, for, as 
I stated before, the pinholing, I am informed, is confined to American-make 
steel. It seems to me we are using too finea grade of steel for roofing plates, 
and if we could get a very low-grade steel, only slightly removed from re- 
fined iron, with a surface that would take the coating readily, we would do 
much toward solving the pinhole problem. In New York city I know of 
roofs put on fifteen years ago that are perfectly good today, and I am free 
to say that I think we have had less complaints of pinholing than any of 
the manufaturers; and of the many thousands of boxes turned out and sold 
each year, with us tie complaint is the exception, not the rule. This is due 
probably to the fact that we do not roll our own plates, but buy our 
Siemens-Martin plates in the open market, and consequently, having our 
pick and choice, can get the finest plates made; besides, the utmost care is 
exercised in every process of manufacture. I do not believe there is any 
plate on the American market today that enjoys a better reputation 
for lasting qualities than our plates, but, after all has been said, it is the 
charcoal iron base that lasts forever. 

Some of you may be skeptical over this statement and say ‘*Give us 
proof.’’ Can I give you any better than to point to the fact that prior to 
1875 nothing was used but iron as a base, and from that date away back to 
the date of first making of terne plates iron was always used; also that 
those well-known brands, M. F. Gilbertson’s Old Method and the various 
brands of Old Style, were in their palmy days coated on a base of pure 
iron? Many years ago a noted firm sent out pieces of terne plate taken 
from a roof that had been destroyed during the Civil War and had been on 
for fifty years as a proof of the lasting qualities of their plates. Every one 
of those samples was on an iron base, and you can always take it for granted, 
no matter what is said to the contrary, that when a roof has been on for 
fifty vears the base was charcoal iron. 

THE RELATIVE VALUE OF THE BASE AND COATING. 

If the base is poor, all the coating you can apply will not make it a 
lasting plate. If the base is of a material easily affected by atmospheric 
conditions, like steel, and it commences to rust, the coating of the tin and 
lead will not preserve it. In making this statement I do not wish to lead 
you to believe that the methods employed in applying the coating do not 
count in the preservation of the plates, for they do, and are a very import- 
ant factor in the life of the finished product. What I do wish to convey to 
your minds is this, that the base is the foundation on which you build, as 
it were; the superstructure is the coating of tin and lead. Now, if this 


sphere that do attack the plate, then this base is poor and will not last any 
great length of time. If, on the contrary, the base is of a material that has 
proved itself able to resist these atmospheric conditions, then you have a 
foundation that will last for years. Atmospheric conditions cut a very big 
figure in the life of every metal roof. We take the base and coat it with a 
mixture of tin and lead to preserve it from the action of the atmosphere 
and then we paint the article so coated to prevent the atmosphere from at- 
tacking the coating and making it porous. That such action does take place 
admits of easy proof. 

When the rust appears the coating is turned by chemical action into 
an oxide or whitish powder that will wash away with the first rain, leaving 
the base exposed and the rust continues its inroads until finally there is a 


hole. Let me offer, in proof that sheet steel does rust more quickly than . 


sheet iron, a very simple example which you can all try and see for your- 
selves. Get a piece of sheet steel before it is coated, also a piece of sheet 
charcoal iron; hang each piece outside your window and watch results. 
The steel will show rust in a very short time, if a damp day in perhaps an 
hour, and at the end of twenty-four hours will be red with rust, while the 
iron will not be rusted for days and even then only slightly so. This is a 
very common experiment and would seem to demonstrate conclusively that 
steel does rust more quickly than iron, but when such authorities as Howe, 
Wood, Andes and many others contradict one another and each offers 
experiments to prove his claim, all we can do is to take conditions as they 
exist today, and these all tend to show that steel does rust more quickly 
than iron, 

In coating steel with tin and lead the coating all lies on the surface; 
the plate absorbs none of it. This is because the molecules of the steel are 
small and lie close together, producing a fine close grain with a surface 
admitting of a very high polish, while the molecules of iron are coarse, 
large and irregular and give the plate a coarse open grain into which par- 
ticles of coating do get and remain. These two can be compared to maple 
and oak. Maple has a fine grain and when varnish is applied it all lies on 
the surface and is easily scraped off, leaving the surface of the wood as 
clean as a piece of glass, while oak has to have its grain all filled up before 
the varnish is applied and even after the varnish is scraped off some still 
remains in the grain. 

As an example, take a sheet of terne on a steel base and tack it fast to 
a board and with a sharp scraper scrape all the coating off; then rub it 
with a piece of fine emery cloth. Now apply a magnifying glass and you 
have nothing but a smooth, bright surface, with no coating in sight. Treat

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a charcoal iron plate in the same manner and then apply the glass and you 
will find particles of the coating all through the coarse grain of the iron. 
This proves conclusively that the iron does absorb some of the coating, 
while the steel does not. 

In conclusion, let me say there is nothing better or more satisfactory 
than a good tin roof if properly cared for. I do not wish to be put in the 
light of decrying steel, for, I stated before, I know of steel roofs that have 
been on for twenty-five years and are still good; at the same time, I have 
known steel roofs to give out in a year. As stated in the article before 
referred to, ‘‘ steel contains within itself the elements of its own destruc- 
tion”? and I think always will; therefore, you can never rely on it as you 
can on the old-fashioned charcoal iron. 


To Introduce Canned Goods Into the West Indies. 


Our readers will remember the sictune of the wrecked ship ‘* Cherokee,’ 
published in the Program Issue of THE TRADE before the Convention at 
Atlantic City. The hero of this thrilling rescue was Capt. Mark Casto. 
Canned goods packers will, therefore, read with interest that the week of 
the Convention Captain Casto entered into a contract to exploit canned 
goods in the West Indies. This arrangement was made February 16, and 
the notice of it reads: 

‘*Capt. Mark Casto, hero of the Cherokee wreck, today entered into 
an agreement with J. S. Schwartz, one of the rescued passengers, formerly 
of the San Domingo customs service, to take his schooner, the Alberta, 
to the West Indies next summer on a mercantile mission, with himself in 
command. 

Captain Casto said the craft he used in rescuing the Cherokee's passen- 
gers will carry a commercial exhibit of various products of American facto- 
ries, including canned food stuffs. The field in the West Indies, Mr. 
Schwartz informs the captain, is virtually untouched in these lines. 

The schooner registers fourteen tons, but it is large enough for the 
purpose intended, Captain Casto says.
